If the liquor appears aa 
thick as thin molasses, add more alcohol. 
To one quart of varnish add one ounce of 
good lampblack aud nn ounce ot gum cam- 
phor. Such varnish will not render leather 
hard, but will keep the harness from becom- 
ing soaked with water, and the surface clean 
ami neat for a long time. A coat of it will 
effectually prevent the oil in the leather 
from soiling ones's hands. Nothing is better 
to render a farmer's boots waterproof, than 
an occasional coat of leather varnish.

PBE8EBVMfG FBHCB POBTS.—A writer in 
th* Western Rural says : " Take boiled lin- 
seed oil and stir iu pulverized charcoal 
to the 3onaisteney of paint. Put a coat of 
this over the timber, and there ia not a man 
who will live long enough to see it rotten. 
I discovered many yenra a^o that wood 
could be made to last longer in the ground \ 
than iron, but thought the process so sim- | 
pie and inexpensive that it was not worth ' 
while to make any atir about it. 1 would j 
as soon have poplar, basswood or quaking 
ash as any other kind of timber for fence I 
posts. I have taken out basswood posts after 
< 
having been set seven years, that were as 
sound when taken up us when tirat put into ' 
the ground. Time and weather seeius to 
have no effect on them. The posts can be : 
prepared for less than two cents apiece." j 
Wo believe that this is a good receipt ; but j 
one important omission is made, namely 
that the posts should bo well seasoned 
before the oil and charcoal are applied.
